Kelly's face white and wrinkled 
when lio loft thf .sliii). He started 
when the reporter greeted him by 
nam*^ Congressmaii Butler tried to 
ihttt the reporter 08, but KdfeMMsg- 
nlzed him as a St hcMk k^KSKtkce 
and e.vt(Mul((l lil.s hand. "Please let 
me alone for today," he said, "I have 
nothing to say. I have Just received 
word that my son Is dead, and I am 
going rlpht back to St. Louis." Con- 
gressman-elect Butler denied that he 
bad come to thd pier to meet him. 'I 
am here to meet my bookkeeper, Mr. 
Sullivan," he said. 

Kelly, the former speaker of the St. 
Louis house of delegates loft St. 
Louis several months ago, soon after 
the grand Jury had returned indlet- 
m«nts charging him on several Counts 
with bribery in connection with mu- 
nicipal le^il.^lation for street railway 
and other franchises. His bonds were 
fixed at $30,000. Kelly, it is charged. 
Is the man who distributed the M7,60p 
boodle fund among members of the 
house combine three years ago for the 
passage of the city lighting bill. Until 
Ui. return his whereabouts were un- 
known to the authorities. A reward 
of |300, offered by the state, tor Kel- 
ly's arrest s\ii\ stands 



Illy Arrested. ^1 

Philadelphia. Nov. 28. — Cl^nefl F. 

Kelly, formerly president of the house 
of delegates of St. Louis, was arrested 
in this city. He was taken from the 
western train, which left New York 
about 11 o'clock, by a local detective. 
The arrest was made on a fugitive 
warrant charging Kelly with perjury 
and bribery. Kelly told the detective 
that he bad been in Ireland and left 
Londonderry with the intention of 
proceeding direct to St. I>ouis and fac- 
ing the charges against him there 
There Is a reward of $1.Timi for his ar- 
rest Kelly will be held for requisi- 
tion papers. 

Too Late For Testimony. 
St Louis. Nov. 28.— Chief of Police 
Klely has telegraphed to New York, 

Philadelphia and intermediate points; 
Asking the authorities to arrest Kelly. 
It is believed by Kelly's friends that 
he will try to evade arrest and after 
reaching St. Louis give bond. It is 
now too late for him to give any tes- 
timony before the grand jury, which 
adjourned Friday afternoon, on the 
city ligbUng deal. Because nt the 
statute of limitations. Friday was the 
last day on which any one connected 
with the lighting deal can be indicted. 

Florence Burns Married. 

New York, Nov. 28. — Florence 
Burns, the young Brooklyn woman 
who was arrested and later exonerat- 
ed of the murder of her sweetheart, 
Walter Brooks, in a hotel in this city, 
some months ago, was married lait 
week to Charles R. Wildrlck. The 
marriage was kept secret until now. 
Wildriok-4s a son of Lieutenant Col- 
onel Abram C. Wildriek, United 
States army, who died In 1894. He 
was arrested last April, charged with 
passing a bad check at the Hotel Ger- 
ard, Where he had been »coQi];ipanied 
by Mabel Strong, a wealthy young wo- 
man of Cleveland, 0 Miss Strong's 
father cam^ on from Cleveland to 
look after her, but she would not 
leave here whUe Wlldrick was in pris- 
on, and she wa« nMBAVt^ to St 
Luke's hospital, where she died short- 
ly sifter of quick consumption.

— Attorney 
Darrow, counsel for the United Mine 
Workers, announced that the coal 
voad presidents had promised to give 
the tabulated statistics in regard to 
miners' wages, etc., to the counsel for 
the miners some time this week. The 
big coal mining companies have had 
expert accountants at work preparing 
these figures for several weeks past. 
It was because this part of the evi- 
dence was not ready for presentation 
that the adjournment of the coal 
strike commission became necessary. 
Counsel for the miners will have until 
next Wednesday in which to expect 
this Important part of their oppo- 
nents' evidence. When the commis- 
mission shall meet Bistrlet President 
Nicholls will be placed on the stand 
by the miners. President Mitchell 
was in cunference with Mr. NlehoUs 
most of the day. 

Criticiaes the Emperor's Speech. 

Berlin, Nov. 28. — The 'Vorwaerts, 
commenting on Vmperor William's 
speech on the day of the funeral of 

Herr Krupp at Essen, says: "While 
prosecution Is still pending against us, 
and the truth Is not judicially yet as- 
certained, the emperor anticipates the 
court's findings by pronouncing our 
guilt out of hand.

Washington, Nov. 28. — OlBolal no- 
tice of an increase of 2^ cents per 

100 i>ounds In the freight traffic on 
grain from Chicago to New York was 
filed with the interstate commerce 
commission. The new grain freight 
iMwIs, which will be observed by the 
lines eastbound out of Chicago and 
other points In the territory east of 
the Mississippi river and north of the 
Ohio, is 20 centa per 100 weight. This 
Increase in the grain schedule usually 
follows the closing of navigation on 
the Great Lakes. 

Ruling In Salt Case. 

Trenton. Nov. 28. — Chancellor Magle 
diri'cteil the receivers of the .National 
Salt company not to pay Joy, Martin 
ft Company of Chicago $10,400 for Oc- 
tober storage of salt belonging to the 
company. This orSer is made on the 
ground that the market value of salt 
has already been |)ald In storage 
• harges; that the cost of production 
Is much lesf than wben the salt was 
originally stored, and that the amount 
of salt now being produced In this 
country Is largely In excess of the de- 
mand.

Negroes and Federal Jobs. 

Washington. Nov. i;s. — In reply to 
protests against the appointment of 
Dr. Crum, a negro, for the colleeto^ 
ship of tba port^of Charleston, S. C, 
the presidetft bos sent a letter to a 
prominent citizen of that place, hi 
which he says in effect he does not 
consider race or color grounds for ob-' 
Jectlon to an applicant The question 
of "negro domination," the president 
says, does not enter Into the matter 
at all. He concludes: "It seems to 
me that It Is a good thing ttom every 
standpoint to let the colored man 
know that if he shows In marked de- 
gree the qualities of good citizenship 
— the qualities which In a white man 
we feel are entitled to reward — then 
he will not be cut oft from all hope of 
similar reward." 



Minister Hunter's Request. 
Washington, Nov. 28. — Minister 
Hunter, at Ouatemala City, baa cabled 
the state deiiaitmenf that his son 
Godfrey, who shot Fitzgerald, is 1:4 
years of age, is in business on his 
owp account, and therefore is not un- 
der' the protection of the legation. AH 
that he asks Is that Mr. Bailey, the 
secietary of the legation, be allowed 
to testify before the' Guatemalan 
courts. The permlsaion has already 
been granted by the department 

Presidential Appointment. 
Waahlngtaau Nov. 28. — The presi- 
dent baa deeided to appoint W. J. 
Toungs of Oyster Bay, United States 
district attorney for the Eastern dis- 
trict of New York, to succeed George 
H. Pettit, whose term expires Dec. 20. 
The president made his decision 
known to Senator Piatt, and the lat- 
ter has acquiesced In the i^volnt. 
mont. Mr. Pettit has held the position 
for 15 years. 

Personnel of Canal Commission. 

Washington, Nov. 2X. -- The presi- 
dent has given no consideration as to 
the personnel of the isthmian canal 
commission. He told Senator Cullom 
of Illinois that until the pending nego- 
tiations with Colombia were finished 
and the government ascertained ex- 
actly where It was at, he would not 
consider the matter of appointments 
on the commission. 



Caused Excitement Abroad. 
London, Nov. 28. — The announce- 
ment that the- United States depart- 
ment of agriculture had given notice 
of the establishment of a quarantine 
of eattle,.and sheep, etc., In the New 
Bng]an4 itates, and prohibiting , the 
aKpa«tatiaa,of such animals from Bos- 
ton until further orders, caused ex- 
citement in Liverpool. The Mersey 
dock board derives a large revenue 
from the slaughter of Boston cattl« at 
Birkenhead. Manager Lalragsa of the 
board says the restrictions will have 
far reaching consequences, and that 
possibly the cargoes of cattle now on 
their way to Liverpool from Boston 
will be quarantined. The BngUsh 
board of agriculture baa ordered all 
porta closed against New England.

Three years scto Mr. OeorRe H. Hamil- 
ton, of this city, erected a six-story build- 
ing of concrete under what is known as 
the Ransome system. He bad troable 
in obtaialBg a permit to erect the build- 
ing, the ezperu alleging that it uould 
never be taken down except by blowing 
it op with exploslTse, to the injury of ad- 
jadent building. There is not a stick of 
wood or a bar of iron in the entire struc- 
ture, all the floors being of concrete sub- 
jected to a strain of 900 pounds to the 
square foot Recently it was desired to 
make an additional door on the base- 
ment floor, but it was foaad that the en- 
tire opening would have to be chiseled 
out as if it were iron. It was attempted 
to drill through some of the interior 
walls for additional electric wiring, but 
no metal drill was found which was bard 
enough to go through the concrete, and 
tbe wiring was put along the wooden 
wainscoting. Tha experts pronounce the 
building as having fen times the strength 
it would have if it bad bteen carved from 
solid granite. It has no party Walls and 
there is not a crack or evidence of set- 
tling in any way, although there are a 
number of heavy Iron safes on each floor. 
It has only twenty-five feet frontage. 
TbjB owner carries no Are insurance on 
the building. Tbe ooat of construction 
was only about 80 per cent, of that of a 
steel building. In view of the proposed 
construction of tbe Ingalls building in 
C^inaati tita azparianoa here is o( in- 
teiaat. 

BEOIPBO OITY T SEATY. 

I abans WtU Aeeept it If a Certain 

RedHotion la Made. 
Havana, Nov. 28. — If the Cuban 

l.^clpnx'ity treaty, as now proposed, 
lonccdes a 25 per cent reduction in 
tariff duties, there is a strong proba- 
bility of its acceptance by President 
Palnia and the senate. Secretary of 
Stat I' Zaido and Secretary of the 
Treasurer .Monies, the commission on 
the part of the Cuban government to 
negotiate the treaty, submitted five 
objections. Three of these are con- 
coded by the Cnlled States. The 
fourth relates to Porto Rlcan coffee, 
and it is believed can be conceded by 
the United SUtes without difficulty. 
This leaves only the question of the 
amount of reduction In the United 
States tariff. If tho proposed 20 per 
cent Is Increased to 26 per cent. Pres- 
ident Palma likely will send the 
treaty to the senate for ratification.

The sleeper next to it wsa 
from Cleveland. In It were 11 passen* 
gers. This car turned completely 
over, but remained at the top of the 
embankment. Tbe Imprisoned pasaen- 
gers got out by breaking out one of 
the windows, and all escaped with 
Blight Injuries. A telephone on an ad- 
joining' farm was used to sand for 
help.

The front trucks 
of the engine left the tracks and an- 
other delay was caused. Noliody was 
hurt In the second \\rccl%, and little 
damage wa.s done. All the in rs'jns in- 
jured near Danville were taken to St 
Louis in charge of Dr. Ford, the com- 
pany's surgeon. .Ml will recover. 

Hit vyith a Worktrain. 

Lacrosse, Wis.. Nov. 28. — An open 

switch caused the Northwestern pas- 
senger train, eastbound, ran into a 
worktrain on that road, mar I.ytles, 
13 miles above here. Four men, mem- 
bers of the bridge crew, were eating 
dinner in the tool car which was 
struck by the engine and quite seri- 
ously hurt They were brought to the 
city and taken to' the Lacrosse hos- 
pital.

600 to 700 head of cattle a day.
